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Worst flood in years drenches county 




Dead man found 
at Markland Dam 


Police have identified 
a dead man found float¬ 
ing in the swollen Ohio 
River at the Markland 
Dam last Wednesday, 
March 11, as Robert 
Preston, 53, of Morgan¬ 
town, West Virginia. 

“He had papers in his 
wallet that said he was 
at a homeless shelter in 
Morgantown about a 
month ago,” said Galla¬ 
tin County Sheriff Josh 
Neale. “Other than that, 
we don’t know much 
about him and we are 
having trouble locating 
any next of kin.” 


State Police Trooper 
Mitchell Hazelett said 
Markland’s lockmaster 
found the man’s body as 
they cleared driftwood 
from one of the locks. 

Morgantown is lo¬ 
cated in north-central 
West Virginia and sits on 
the Monongahela River 
which flows into the 
Ohio River at Pittsburgh. 
Neale says its possible 
Preston fell into the wa¬ 
ter in Morgantown and 
floated down to Gallatin 
County. 

“It was obvious he

Nearly two-inches 
of rain fell on Gallatin 
County and a large por¬ 
tion of the region late 
last week. That rain 
combined with a rapid 
snowmelt produced the 
biggest flood on the 


Ohio reaches highest level since 1997 


Ohio River in 18 years. 

The river rose above 
the 51-foot flood stage 
at Markland Dam about 
noon on Saturday, 


March 14, and crested 
at 53.02 feet on Sunday 
evening. The river fell 
below flood stage Tues¬ 
day evening and contin¬ 


ues to slowly fall. The 
last flood on the river 
was in April ,2011, when 
the river rose to 52.1 ft.

Ohio has risen here since 
it reached 60.7 ft. in 
March 1997. Other big 
floods included the one 
in March 1964, when 
the river reached 64.5 
ft., and the devastating 
flood of Jan. 1937, when 
it rose to a record 76.10 
ft. 

The recent flooding 
closed some roads and 
caused inconveniences 
for people who live in 
low-lying areas. 

“It’s definitely a pain,” 
said Wanda Marksberry 
Riggs who, along with 
others, used rowboats to 
get out of her home at 
the end of Steeles Bot¬ 
tom Rd. “There are 20 
or 30 people back here 
who can’t get to the 
highway because our 
road is under water. It’s 
also dangerous because 
there’d be real trouble if 
someone had a medical 
emergency. That could 
happen because another 
woman and I are preg¬ 
nant.” 

As the water rose, 
workers at Gallatin 
County’s two marinas 
scrambled to move their 
equipment to higher 
ground. Saturday morn¬ 
ing, gas pumps and sev¬ 
eral trailers at Smugglers 


Cove Marina on U. S. 42 
were moved away from 
the water. 

At Pier 99 Marina 
on Knox Lillard Road, 
a large storage building 
full of tractors and tools 
also had to be emptied. 

“We haven’t had any 
major problems,” said 
Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland. “The Red 
Cross opened a shelter 
at Family Tabernacle 
Church of God for any¬ 
one displaced by high 
water but it wasn’t used. 
There was some water 
in basements but we’ve 
been through this be¬ 
fore and everyone coped 
pretty well. Now, comes 
the cleanup. That will be 
a big job that will cost 
some money and take 
some time.” 

“It has been quite an 
ordeal,” said Sheriff Josh 
Neale. “People don’t re¬ 
alize how fast the water 
is moving and how dan¬ 
gerous it is. We can’t 
even put our rescue boat 
into the water because 
it’s so dangerous. We’ve 
received many reports 
about boats and docks 
getting swept away by 
the floodwaters but as 
far as I know, there have 
been no serious injuries. 
The areas affected the 
most were Steele’s Bot¬ 
tom and South Fork.”

“From 
now on, we’ll give any¬ 
one requesting a wrecker 
a list of available com¬ 
panies and the price they 
charge. That way, it’ll be 
the driver’s decision on 
what company he wants 
to use.” 

The vote to change 
the method used for dis¬ 
patching wreckers was 
unanimous.

“We have to receive 
permission from the 
Army Corps of Engi¬ 
neers and that could take 
six months,” Wessels 
told the court.

Watching the water rise

Floods aren’t like other natu¬ 
ral disasters. With big storms you 
head home as fast as you can, lock 
the doors and pray you survive the 
onslaught. There’s usually no time 
for idle conversation or sightseeing. 
You’re too busy trying to survive. 

That’s not true with floods on ma¬ 
jor bodies of water because the water 
rises so slowly. As the Ohio River 
rose last week folks had time to drive 
around, look at the river from differ¬ 
ent spots and do some socializing. 

I met several people Sunday who 


spent most of the day watching the 
river rise. 

“I think it’s worse than it was back 
in 2011,” Ruby Marksberry Poland 
said Sunday morning. She was wait¬ 
ing at the end of Steeles Bottom Road 
for some of her family members who 
were forced to use rowboats to get to 
their homes because of flooding. 

The scenic river overlook on U. S. 
42 near Sugar Bay was filled with peo¬ 
ple all day watching the river. So was 
Warsaw’s riverfront park where the 
playground equipment and basketball 
courts were covered with river water 
by early Sunday morning. 

“Quite a sight, isn’t it?” one wom¬ 
an said to me. “I never expected to see 
this happen. Hard to believe we had a 
blizzard last week and this week we 
have a flood. No telling what will hap¬ 


pen next week.” 

“This ain’t nothing!” one old timer 
at the park told me. “Back in the ‘40s, 
before they built the dam, water got 
this high regularly. There were houses 
here then and they were always getting 
flooded. People waited until the water 
went down, swept out the debris and 
moved back in. They didn’t think any¬ 
thing about it.” 

Just because there’s time for social¬ 
izing during a flood doesn’t mean the 
rising water doesn’t often bring pain 
and misery too. 

I remember the slow torture people 
who lived near the river went through 
in 1997 as the river crept higher and 
higher. First, it filled their yards, then 
it trickled into their basements and 
gradually it began to fill their homes. 
There was nothing to do but watch the 


dirty water slowly and inexorably 
destroy everything in its path. 

It appears Gallatin County es¬ 
caped any major damage last week¬ 
end although some homes did get 
floodwater in the basements. Every 
river watcher I talked to said they 
were amazed by the thousands of 
plastic bottles, barrels and other 
containers they saw flowing swiftly 
downriver and it’ll take weeks to 
clean debris left behind by the high 
water. 

The river is what makes Gallatin 
County special. It gives us beautiful 
scenery, attracts fascinating wildlife 
and provides countless recreational 
opportunities. It can also bring heart¬ 
break, which is why the mighty Ohio 
should always be respected whether 
it’s in or out of its banks.

The Capitol Ro¬ 
tunda contains scenes 
of American History, 
none of which include 
any kind of religious 
context. 

The founding fathers 
did not use the Holy 
Bible as a benchmark 
and standard and the 
reason was that there 
were already religious 
squabbles going on in 
the American colonies. 

The history of Eu¬ 
rope included hundreds 
of years of religious 
wars involving the 
massacre and torture of 
thousands and possibly 


millions. The founding 
fathers knew that to 
set up a state religion 
was to set the stage for 
more holy wars. 

There had already 
been Baptists persecut¬ 
ed in Virginia, witches 
hung in Massachu¬ 
setts, Native Ameri¬ 
cans murdered for be¬ 
ing pagans, Catholics 
persecuted everywhere 
and Quakers murdered 
by Puritans (for be¬ 
ing the wrong kind of 
Christians). In the Vir¬ 
ginia colony at Jame¬ 
stown, citizens were 
executed for not going 
to church.

Mitch McConnell failed the nation with Iran letter 


Some of U.S. Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McConnell’s 
moves this month conjured up 
an episode of the old TV show 
Happy Days in which The Fonz 
water-skied over a shark in an 
attempt to shore up the show’s 
ratings. 

The term “jumping the shark” 
has come to mean questionable 
moves that show the movers 
have lost their way. 

The most recent example of 
McConnell “jumping the shark” 
was his joining 47 Republican 
senators to sign a letter warn¬ 
ing the Iranian government any 
nuclear deal it makes with the 
U.S. could be abrogated by the 
next president or modified by 
Congress. 

The senator started jumping 
the shark March 3, with an op-ed 
article in the Lexington Herald- 
Leader. In it, he told state gov¬ 
ernments that they should ignore 
the Obama administration’s 
new rules for coal-fired power 
plants—including a requirement 
that states make plans for reduc¬ 
ing carbon-dioxide emissions by 
next year or risk having a federal 
plan forced on them. 

“Refusing to go along at this 
time with such an extreme pro¬ 
posed regulation would give the 
courts time to figure out if it is 
even legal, and it would give 
Congress more time to fight 
back,” McConnell concluded. 

Whatever impact McCon¬ 
nell’s article may have, it is 
likely to be greatest in Kentucky 
where Democratic Gov. Steve 
Beshear’s subordinates hope to 
draft most of a carbon-compli¬ 
ance plan before the governor¬ 
ship changes hands in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Jack Conway, the all-but- 
certain Democratic nominee, is 
among the state attorneys gener¬ 
al who have filed suit against the 


federal rules. Last week, Agricul¬ 
ture Commissioner James Comer 
flatly said he would not submit a 
carbon-compliance plan if he was 
elected governor. 

Comer’s head appears to be in 
the sand, or perhaps a coal pile. 
He has considerable support from 
coal interests, who know that any 
carbon-compliance plan is likely to 
reduce coal’s share of the electric¬ 
ity market. 

McConnell has made it clear 
that one of his priorities is fighting 
Obama’s “War On Coal,” which 
was the bull’s-eye of his Obama- 
targeted re-election campaign last 
year. His letter continues the anti- 
Obama pitch. 

That goal is an ugly undercur¬ 
rent of the 47 senators’ letter to 
Iran, which has drawn fire from 
some Republicans. 

Leslie Gelb, president emeritus 
of the Council on Foreign Rela¬ 
tions, wrote in The Daily Beast 
that the agreement “could well de¬ 
stroy critical bipartisanship in U.S. 
foreign policy for years to come 
and treacherously undermine the 
bargaining power of the person 
constitutionally authorized to con¬ 
duct American affairs abroad—the 
President of the United States. 


What’s disappointing aboul 
McConnell’s move is that he’s an 
internationalist, and takes pride in 
the historical role of the Senate, 
which considers itself the world’s 
greatest deliberative body. He has 
degraded it, in a way that makes 
it look more like a political boilei 
room. It’s shameful. 

McConnell could have sug¬ 
gested the letter be addressed to 
Obama rather than Iran. “Oui 
job is to advise the president and 
administration, not the Iranians, 
non-signer Sen. Susan Collins, R- 
Maine, told CNN. 

This is one McConnell should 
have nipped in the bud. it was a 
time to lead. Instead, he chose 
to follow as his fellow partisans 
walked toward a cliff. Or maybe 
shark-infested waters withoul 
skis. 

Republicans think they can 
keep running against Obama in 
races for governor this year and 
races for the Senate and House 
next year. Could they please real¬ 
ize that not everything is about the 
next election?
